The  great  iimss  of 
her  people  were  homeless. 

Kgyjit  perished  and  her  civilization 
-viia  buried  Ixneath  tha  ruins  of  her 
greatness,  wlidu  aiiove  90  jier  cent  of  her 
wcaltii  was  tit#  private  protierty  of  8  jier 
cent-  of  her  population.  Her  people 
lacked  Htreiigtf i  to  defend  homes  that; 
were  not  then  own.  The  French  Revo¬ 
lution,  with  all  its  horrors  uud  blood, 
came  when  unjopulent  church  aud  a  few 
tilled  Jigmt.u  ipH  were  iu  puesession  of 
more  than  79  |k-r  cent,  of  the  homes  of 
the  nation.  .- 

By  the  eleventh  census  we  learn  that 
in  |H9U  there  were  witltin  the  United 
States  rJ.tiyn.l tamilies,  making  ap- 
l>roxim;itelv  tiiat  number  of  homes 
owned  or  rented.  Out  of  this  total 
iiumlxr,  4,o00lKX)  are,  farm  homes  and 
*.  l9d.1V?  1  loines  other  than  farm.  Of 
the  farm  holies  2,19*2,760  are  either 
rented  or  mortjgaged,  and  2,3u7,7240  are 
free  Of  the  homea  other  than  farm' 
1,9l'2.to8  are  hired  or  mortgaged,  dud 
2,277,394  are  ffee. 

These  figured  are  certainly  startling— 
8,103,318  families,  about  fid  per  cent,  of 
our  population,  without  homes.  In  188U 
but  37  per  cent,  of  our  population  were 
tenants.  Ten  years  had  nearly  doubled 
the  concentration  of  j  wealth.  The  fig¬ 
ures  for  1890  canmA  fbtn  approximate 
the  truth.  During  the  last  five  years  of 
low  prices  and  commercial  disaster  no 
dovbt  thousands  of  free  homes  have  be¬ 
come  encumbered.  Two  hundred  thous¬ 
and  mortgages  were  foreclosed  in  1893 
and  nearly  a  like  number  in  1894.  Can 
any  one  examine  these  figures  and  .deny 
that  the  UoiUd  State*  is  Tapidly  near¬ 
ing  a  dangerous  crisis? 

History  rejxats  itself,  but  each  action 
plte  leaves  as  a  lesson  and  a  warning  to 
those  who  coiae  after.  The  course  of 
nations  is  before  us  for  our  guidance, 
aud  why  should  we  hope  to  escape  their 
fate  if  we  follow  in  their  footsteps  ? 

The  ballot  tu  the  hands  of  a  free, 
thinking  people  is  a  power  before  which 
all  tyranuy  must  bow ;  in  the  hands  of 
a  people  Imunj  by  the  avarice  of  the 
landlord  or  tlx  greed  of  the  corporation, 
it  becomes  itself  the  worst  of  tyrannies.

The  parent  Associate ai,  called 
The  National  Lanor  Exchange"  was  incor¬ 
porated  under  tbe  Jstws  of!  tbe  State  of 
Missouri,  by  order  of  the  circuit  court  for 
Pettis  County  of  that  State,  on  the  Ut  of 
March,  1890.  Siuce  that  date  brnmbes 
have  been  organized  iu  nearly  every  State 
and  Territory,  and  member*  are  uow  ca¬ 
rolled  by  thousands  iu  local  nssoci.it  ions 
scattered  from  tbe  ragged  coast  of  Mmue  to 
the  sunset  shores  of  California.  These 
local  exchanges  have  been  in  practical  "por¬ 
tion  only  a  little  over  oue  year.  They  ure 
already  manufacturing  sod  exchanging  with 
one  another  many  kinds  uf  good*,  with 
great  advantage  and  success. 

OBJECT  AND  AIMS.
